About 30 days after the tops have been removed 

the tobacco plants show yellow spots on the leaves and the veins 
become brittle. The crop is then ready to be harvested and the 
planter is careful to secure it before any autumnal frost occur, for the plartt 
is among the first to feel its injurious influence.

Americans Will Likely Carry Off 
All Wreckage, Is Opinion 
of McGill Student. 



An Interesting description of recent 
events on the Canadian front, as well 
us some, account of the nature of 
the surroundings of the troops at pres- 
ent, is Riven iu a letter just received 
by E, A. Corbett, M.A., general sec- 
retary of the McQill V. M. c. A., 
from Pte. !.. Howard Nichols, Arts 
•lti, who left the position of assistant 
secretary of lite Association to enlist 
In No. !t Canadian Field Ambulance. 
Pte, Nichols writes: 

"A bundle of Dailies of the first 
week of the session are responsible 
for my reply to your letter. They 
arrived last night, addressed to liar- 
rj MacFarlane. The few McQill men 
ut this place buzzed around them un- 
til the candles died out, Although 
vivid memories of old haunts and bap. 
penlnga on the campus were awak- 
ened, yet one felt somehow as if the 
separation was very great indeed; as 
if one were viewing things through 
t lie wrong end of it telescope. The 
Daily s. t ins up to its usual high stan- 
dard, and as 1 looked over the news 
of the Hall and the receptions and 
what not I fell encouraged to call 
loudly for all the notepaper anyone 
would lend Die and write you to-night. 
A number Of things have aroused the 
usual comment In my mind, and the 
Inévitable suggestions. "Professor 
John Speaks at the Hall" — I would 
like to have heard him. "Meals at 
the I'liion"— the editorial describing 
them had the right flavour at least; 
why not announce them with the fa- 
tiilliur silver strains to which are set 
that rousing call 'Come to the Cook 
House Door, Hoys, Come to the Cook 
House Door'? V. O. T. C. for McGill 
.Men Only.' compulsory form-fours, 
etc.; all are very Interesting head- 
lines. / 

'if you could see us all at work 
(infantry and ourselves especially), 
you would wonder what II was all 
about; these trenches are narrow and 
the shell holes wide; a strong hold 
on a stretcher, a gun or a pick and 
Bhovel, a cast Iron interior, rather 
seem to me the essentials. I'erhaps 
the atmosphere created by dizzy for- 
mations anil long serpentine walks Is 
a pleasant and useful aid to military 
spirit, but how about a little concert- 
ed effort at levelling the humps and 
ditches on old McUIll Colleve avenue. 
This subject, of course, is 'verboten 
to me, but my early opinions have 
more than been borne out by experi- 
ences here. The long list of casual- 
ties as published in the first issue of 
the Daily Is only to be expected when 
Olle considers the kind of lighting and 
thé number Of McQill men over here, 
hut it is very long, and 1 am surprised 
how many old friends are there. 

"The fact that 1 have been able to 
write so much already speaks well 
for my surroundings, anil they are 
very comfortable. It Is not always 
thus, however, at least not during tin- 
two months just past. Since it Is cus- 
tomary for even our much censored 
mail to contain some information and 
description of ourselves, other than 
(diservations. I will add a few before 
closing. 

"You already know all there is to 
know concerning the recent battles 
Canadians have shoved in. The 
reports in home newspapers leave no- 
thing to be desired; but it Is a pity- 
that someone may not restrain a few 
of the reporters from the exercise of 
their Imaginations. The effect. If hu- 
mourous, is ghastly at times. The 
comments beneath pictures of wound- 
ed being evacuated are the worst; but 
this is another digression, 

"We ure at present ou a 'unlet' sec- 
tion of front once occupied by the 
French. Their marvellous handiwork 
is everywhere apparent ; e..g., we 
came up to our present position 
II, rough a trench that is fully four 
miles long; it Is wide and high anil 
well made. There are scores of others 

crossing and recrosslng sometimes at 

different levels and covered over by 
bridges all well built . anil over eight 
feet deep, Some set tions, especially 
neaf the front, where our aid posts 
are, make pleasant walking. The 
sides are vertical and narrow, cov- 
ered with fresh moss and orange-col- 
oured fungi and drooping down from 
the edges are masses or ivy and fes- 
toons of yellow flowers. The dugoiltH 
are very deep and the men in the front 
and elsewhere have splendid protec- 
tion. When you see one of those Hum 
Jars or Mfnnenwerfefl land, which 
I'ritz throws over, one is glad that the 
chances of doing injury to our men Is 
at a minimum, 

"For tin- last week or -Bo s boni a 
dozen of us have beerf living in a dry 
ami roomy vaulted cellar of un old 
■ itamkiet, of which nothing remains 
but a scrap of wall and a heap of 
wreckage overhead. On going out 
Side, at first sight it seems a land 
(■i the ill ad. so many crosses marking 
soldiers' graves everywhere, and all 
so quief and deserted, There an- long 

rows nf demolished chalk-stone houses 
and barns, shattered orchards streets 
le aped with ruhbifch ; moss covered, 
weather-beaten, forlorn. Hut most nf 
the cellars are intact and house many 
men living comfortably like ourtefvel 
Cunningly concealed trenches wind 
about through the orchards and house 
foundations, down the streets, the 
cobblts breast high; in fart there ar*>

The American Club of McGill Ini- 
Versify held its filth annual banquet 
at the Windsor Hotel last night. 
There were about lit) present, and the 
guests of honor being Col. Adami, 
Dr. Sullivan, Dr. Oertell, Dr. Maas 
and Dr, Porter, all of whom made 
speeches after the dinner. The 
tastefully decorated room, together 
With the excellent arrangements for 
handling the company, all tended to 
make this one of the most successful 
and most enjoyable of the American 
Club banquets. The excellent at- 
tendance certainly shows that this 
dub is going strong, and likely to so 
continue. 

After the dinner was over. Pres. 
Harshaw called on A. C. Karlinger to 
propose a toast to the King. This 
was heartily joined in by all pres- 
ent. It.. Hastings was next called 
upon for a toast to President Wilson. 
He said J, h at he was sure we were all 
grateful to Canada for the many priv- 
ileges she had extended the Ameri- 
cana, aud the hospitality with which 
she received them. He said that il 
the members were not thankful 
enough lor what Canada had done 
for them, and was doing for them, to 
be at least good citizens of the Do 
minion, then they were not fit to be 
culled American citizens. Although 
Hastings is a Republican by birth, he 
r.ad nothing hut pra.se for President 
Wilson, He said that the President 
was a man of the times, and had 
done wonderfully well in <•■ -ying the 
I United States through the most try- 
ing times. 

The President next extended a wel- 
come to all present, and then called 
on Dr. Sullivan, who was received 
with great applause. Dr. Sullivan 
said that, he wished to congratulât, 
the executive on having such a fine 
banquet at this most trying time, add- 
,ng he was glad to see that there 
was one club that the war had n 
greatly affected. Dr. Sullivan spoke 
about the intercourse between Cana- 
dian am ' American institutions, a 
subject which he was able to handle 
lu a very efficient manner, since he 
has been a student at both Cana- 
dian and American institutions, a 
Sullivan also mentioned the great mi- 
gration of Canadian u> the United 
States, because of the opportunities 
afforded by the larger and more 
smoothly (Unnlng universities. I He 
said that most of the students In- 
tended to return, but many of them 
did not, and in this way gave all the 
power to our neighbouring country. 
Many of the most gifted men iu the 
States are Canadians, The Canadian 
Cluhs in the United States were also 
mentioned hy Dr. Sullivan, and he 
said that these were a great factor 
in keeping alive the national ('ana- 
lian spirit. In contrast to these 
facts it Is strange the number of men 
that McGill attracts from the United 
Stales. There are many who come 
here from all parts of the States to 
study, and Dr. Sullivan considers Mc- 
Gill as one of Hie foremost of the In- 
stitutions on this continent, as well 
a:< being known all over the world. 
In conclusion, Dr. Sullivan reminded 
all of the fame that Canadian arms 
had won in this war on the fields of 
Prance ami Flanders, 

The President then read a letter 
which he received just before the 
banquet from Capt, Murray, of the 
213th Overseas Company, Wishing the 
diners a most enjoyable time. 

Dr. Oertel was next called upon to 
speak, and gave a very amusing talk. 
He discussed the definition or homp, 
and found that a good one was "Home 
is the place you know every corner 
saloon and the bartender calls you 
by your Hrst name." Dr. Oertel 
thought that Americans gained much 
from coming lo Canada. Primarily, 
he said, that we gained the solidity 
of the country which meant so much 
to us In after life. He considered 
McGill a great University, where men 
from the many different centres meet. 
It Is a true University, the breeding 
place of world ideas, and the cen- 
tre where men actively engage In 
farthering the Ideal or the human 
race. 

Prof. Porter, of the Faculty of A 
plied Science, next spoke. He comes 
from the United States, and is a grad- 
uate of Columbia C iiversity. He 
considered himself as one of the de- 
structive agencies of the I niverslty 
rather than one of the Instructive 
agencies, and this because he was 
chairman of the examination Com- 
mittee. He also spoke of the war 
and said that in the Faculty or Ap- 
plied Science there were only :tl per 
cent, of the students that there were 
before the war. lie spoke of the spirit 
of the Americans, expressed by the 
man who enlisted, who said, 'i am 
an American, but I am a Canadian 
until alter the war." 

Col. Adami was the next speaker. 
He spoke in his usual Interesting and 
humorous style, and said that all 
stiudiu m- proud tn he at McGill. Col. 
Adami. who has been MOTS than 
eighteen months on Hip other side.

THE FOUR P S. 

Who is the successful man ? The question is asked in its most 
strict sense. We all know without having to go beyond our college 
walls, that a few men, by means of a flashy exterior, and a certain 
amount of what is called "brass," will spring up to a mushroom 
state of popularity: that they in fact carry all before them. Hut we 
also know that these men hold their positions about as long as the 
mushroom flourishes. What, then, would you like to find in the 
truly successful man, be he a college student or one who has already 
gone forth to battle in the world? In every walk of life true suc- 
cess is assured to the man who possesses, "Ptirpose-l'lan-Perscver- 
ance and Patience. 

He must have a purpose, or like a ship without a rudder, all his 
strength, and his other good qualities, will be wantonly tossed in the 
tempestuous world; and in the end his fate will be destruction. No- 
thing can surpass the absurdity of one who allows his vocation to 
fluctuate with every whimsical idea that passes through his mind, 
Have a purpose; know what you are to be in the future: and turn 
all your energies to the accomplishment of that purpose. 

The second P is plan. Even the most ignorant among us would 
brand that man as irrational, who, intending to construct a house, 
•would begin by throwing together stones, briek, wood, plaster, with- 
out thinking of what size or of what shape he intended to make the 
house. Why, then, do so many of us, after choosing the ^profession 
which we intend to follow, stand idly by, while golden hours and 
golden opportunities slip by? Plan is the complement of Purpose; 
without the first you will lose the other. 

And could anything be more necessary for a truly successful 
man than Perseverance? Nothing great can be accomplished with- 
out this quality; it makes a man superior to difficulties, and always 
carries with it a crown. Let a man's talent be ever so mediocre, but 
let him be faithful to duty, let him tenaciously cling to his purpose in 
life, he will surely, like the tortoise in the race, outstrip his clever 
but wayward opponent. 

Lastly, who would gainsay Patience? This world, and the men 
who are in it, are so hemmed in, by time and space, that the good 
that is accomplished comes only after many trials and reverses. 
Happy is he who can be as true a man in adversity as in prosperity: 
for it is the former that tests human worth. Have patience then; do 
not expect the world to adjust itself to your own speed; to move fast 
when yon do, and to wait for your failings. If reverses come, bear 
them manfully, always trusting to a brighter future. 



HOW TO WRITE EXAM. PAPERS. 

The suggestion made by a faculty member of the academic de- 
partment of the University, that a course in examination paper writ- 
ing should with profit be introduced in the curriculum, deserves 
more than passing consideration. In his remarks this instructor 
made several telling points which may be useful to the uninitiated. 
Speaking from the point of view of the person who corrects the pa- 
per, he reminded his class of the unfortunately disagreeable impres- 
sion caused by poor spelling and slovenly penmanship. Then he 
mentioned the fact that a question often precipitates an unexpected 
avalanche of uncalled for and useless information, which the student 
feels he must put down on paper for the good of his soul. He com- 
plimented his students for taking his lectures for gospel, and yet, he 
said, he felt that the students should verify and clarify the informa- 
tion which he as n lecturer could only outline and suggest. This 
mental habit was nut hard to detect through the various answers 
given. In neneral he advised any one writing an examination first 
to study the question, and then to give only what is asked for with 
the greatest economy of space and energy. 

Were such a course introduced in the curriculum, and required 
of all studeuts and instructors, it would be the most wonderful hu- 
man document that ever escaped the pen of O. Henry. What a won- 
derful conglomeration of conflicting ideas would find place in this 
melting pot! What an education for the student, to know that hot 
air does not always pass for true knowledge! What a disappoint- 
ment for the instructor who expects a student to write at the rate 
of ten thousand words an hour! In the meantime, while we indulge 
in fanciful day dreams of the ideal student writing the ideal exam- 
ination paper for the ideal instructor, many are there who would 
■welcome with untold gratitude a "short course" of perhaps a lec- 
ture period by each and every instructor, telling exactly what is and 
what is not expected in an examination given in that particular 
course.— The Minnesota Daily.

HISTORY AND HISTORIANS. 

The almost humorous picture drawn, 
recently, by the Hon. J. W. Fories- 
cua, who. with Mr. Julius Corbett, has 
been appointed to write the Official 
history of the war, illustrates very 
forcibly the change thai has conn- over 
history and history-makinK in tin- last 
hundred years or so. Mr. Fortescua 
was speaking in London, and he re- 
ferred to the way they wire handi- 
capped by the fact that they only 
know on* side of affairs. Writlne a 
history of the war before the war was 
over, he said, when they did not know 
what the issue would be; when they 
knew nothing of the other side, no- 
thing of the diplomatic work, nothing 
of scandals and wirepulling, was im- 
possible. 

-Now, the historian of the ancients, 
and his successors through many cen- 
turies, would have been little troubled 
by such difficulties. It is only, in 
fact, within recent years that tho 
Writing of history has become a thing 
of exactness. It is a vast subject, of 
course, stretching away In its course 
back a thousand years and more be- 
fore the Christian era, ami finding its 
first undoubted expression in the his- 
torical books of the Old Testament. 
These books, as far as Is known, re- 
present the first attempt of mankind 
to record events as they actually took 
place, and from that day to the pres- 
ent, the «reat work of compilation baa 
never ceased. The Jews were follow- 
ed by the Greeks, the Greeks by the 
Romans, and the Romans by a host of 
historians of many countries. Thus 
the story of the Jewish writere 
touches, at points, the story of the 
Greek Historian Herodotus; and so 
on to Thucydtdes, the greatest of all 
ancient historians. Then there is the 
plain, straightforward narrative of 
the Greek historian, Xenophon; and 
so the parable passes, as it were, to 
Home, and is taken up by such writ- 
ers as Kallust and Llvy and Tacitus. 

The Fourth and Fifth Centuries 
witnessed great Changea in the history 
of history. The whole civilized World, 
as it was then known, had become 
Christian, The Kreat deeds of an- 
tiquity began to lose their interest for 
men, and the whole of the world's his- 
tory began to be recast on a so-called 
Christian model. F.useblus of Caesa- 
rea was the first great Christian his- 
torian. Measured by the modern stan- 
dard, his ecclesiastical history may 
leave much to be desired in point of 
accuracy; it is, none the less, u record 

of first importance! whilst his 
"Chronica" became the basis for all 
medieval world chronicleB. Then, the 
Renaissance and, subsequently, tho 
Reformation brought about great 
changes In the art of history writing. 
It was a period when the desire for 
artistic and esthetic effect began t 0 
give way to the demand for fact and 
proof. It was an age when historical 
documents, especially ecclesiastical 
documents, were subjected to much 
searching criticism, and when the 
claims of this one or that one to au- 
thenticity were vigorously challenged. 

It was not, however, until the Nine- 
teenth Century, largely owing to the 
great work initiated by such men as 
Mabillon, of searching and catalogu- 
ing the archives of Kurope, (hat his- 
tory writing in Its present form be- 
gan to take definite shape. Since 
the middle of the Nineteenth Century, 
the writing of history has been com- 
pletely transformed. Historical criti- 
cism has been remade. As It has been 
well put, hardly an Old master re- 
mains an authoritative book of refer- 
ence. Grote, Glesbrecht, and to some 
extent Gibbon, stand to-day tiy reason 
of other qualities than their truth. 
The history writer of to-day, there- 
fore, has to comply with this demand 
for accuracy. It is, in fact, his own 
view of history, and It would be as im- 
possible for him to write the account 
of current events, after th.» fashion of 
Suetonius' "Lives of the Caesars," as 
it would be for him to find any satis- 
faction In coloring himself with woad. 
Elthef Suetonius or IJvy would, of 
course, have handled the whole situa- 
tion with the utmost ease; gaps In the 
necessary data would, for them, have 
been only opportunities for exercising 
their literary sense of fitness. .Such 
gaps WOttld have been most surely 
filled wit lithe most readable niattrr. 
anil with the greatest skill. It Is cus- 
tomary, nowadays, of course, to re- 
gard such methods as impossible, and 
yet If Llvy were writing to-day on 
the banks of the Thames, as he wrote 
on the banks of the Tiber 2.000 years 
ago, he would most surely produce a 
history of the great war, not only 
readable beyond most bonks, but well- 
nigh Invaluable as a picture of the 
linn s. Ills details might be all wrong: 
but his very flights of fancy would 
throw an unexpected light on a char- 
acter here and a character there, such 
as never would have shone through 
the pages of modern history. There 
Is. after all, something to lie said for 
"history as an art."

Lecturer in Arts Faculty Hon- 
ored for Services Rendered 
to Department of Militia, 

An official communication from 
Ottawa reports that on November 
23rd, Dr. Paul Villard, lecturer in 
French In the Faculty of Arts at Mc- 
0111, has been gazetted with the hon- 
orary rank of Major in the Army 
Medical Corps of the Canadian Mili- 
tia. Dr. Villard is chairman of the 
Military Commission for the exam- 
ination of French reservists, and 
chairman of the Commission of Medi- 
cal examiners In returni.ni disabled 
soldiers of the French army. Since 
the commencement of hostilities he 
has been most active In different 
committees concerned with the war. 
He is the Vice-President of the 
French section of tho Canadian, Pat- 
riotic Fund; First Vice-President of 
the Union National Français; Secre- 
tary Treasurer of the Relief Commit- 
tee for Disabled French Reservists, 
and Treasurer of the Caandlan 
Branch of the French Relief Jonunit- 
tee for the orphans ot the war. At 
McGill he Is Honorary President of 
the Cercle Fracals. 

Major Villard is a Frenchman by 
birth, und a much degreed member 
of the teaching staff of the Faculty 
of Arts. Horn at St. Etienne (Loire), 
France, on August 29, 1867, he was 
educated at the St. Etienne High 
School, at the University of Paris, 
where he took his B.A. degree In 
1889, and at the Wesleyan University 
in Ohi6. from which he received the 
degree of Master of Arts in 1900. In 
addition Major Villard studied medi- 
cine at the University of Bishop's 
College, Lennoxvllle, and was grad- 
uated with the degree of M.D., CM., 
in 1905. 

Since 1908 Major Villard has been 
a minister In full connection with 
the Methodist Church of Canada. He 
was appointed Principal of the 
French Methodist Institute of Can- 
ada In 1901. and is also connnncted in 
an official capacity with the Wes- 
leyan Theological College. Since 
1914 he wbb been a member of the 
teaching staff of the Department of 
Modern Languages of the Faculty of 
Art.- as a lecturer. In 1909 Major 
Villard was created an Officer of the 
Academy by the French Government 
in recognition of his services to edu- 
cation. 

When in France he was a teacher 
In modern languages, and also active- 
ly connected with the work of the 
Y. M. C. A., being general secretary 
of the District of the Rhone and a 
member of the national committee. 
Major Villard was married In 1892 
to Miss Emma LouiBe Berry, of Lon- 
don, England.

STUDENT CONDUCT IT 



Appeal Issued by the 8tudents' 
Council for Proper Spirit in 
Wartime. 



At the meeting of the executive of 
the Students' Administrative Coun- 
cil of the University of Toronto, the 
secretary was instructed to Issue the 
following statement concerning the 
altitude of the Students' Administra- 
tive Council towards the question of 
discipline, and conduct on the part 
of Individuals or groups of students. 

"The Council recognizes the un- 
usual conditions of the time and ex- 
traordinary strain under which we 
live. At all times the unique prac- 
tice and character of the University 
has made it an easy object of crit- 
elsm and attack on the part ot per- 
sons who are not well informed or 
hysterically inclined. At no mo- 
ment in Its history has this been 
more true than at present. The 
University, and its methods of con- 
fronting this trying situation, are be- 
ing closely scrutinized by a public 
which has every right to look to tho 
University for leadership and exam- 
ple, and to ask what Is being done 
by the flower of our manhood and 
womanhood. 

The Roll of Honour that stands in 
the atrium of the Main Building and 
the number of our students at the 
front or preparing to go to the front 
is a silent and perfect refutation of 
uuy such suspicions or calumnies. 

In the light of these facts, the 
Students' Administrative Council ap- 
peals to those students who for one 
reason or another are still in mufti 
so to conduct theniBelves as not only 
to do honour to their fellows who are 
representing us in this great war, but 
bo as to bring no shadow of dishonour 
or disrepute to the University or to 
the great body of alumni who after 
all have done and are doing their 
duty so nobly In this crisis. 

At a moment like this it should be 
unnecessary to say that unseemly 
conduct on the part of any Individ- 
ual student or any group of students 
will not merely be frowned upon, but 
will he punished with Biîch severity 
as will satisfy the sense of Justice In 
a time of national peril and mourn- 
ing."

trenches leading in all directions, and 
one need never see anyone in the 
open. 

"Fritz has a difficult time getting 
his observations; he seldom puts up a 
balloon and his aeroplanes come over 
at such a dizzy height when they do 
venture over that they can see prac- 
tically nothing. The front line trenches 
are barely half a mtle off, and our aid 
posts, not more than a couple of hun- 
dred yards. From our doorway we 
look out over miles of dry thistles 
and lines of barbed wire. The horl- 
zon Is a bald line, varied at times by 
violent explosions of trench mortars; 
and a few mounds and a feudal castle 
or two relieve the monotony else 
where. This dead and shell-ploughed 
land runs all the way down the front 
like a band of grey, and Is from 10 to 
15 miles broad. This will make great 
night-seeing In some bright future. 
Yankee tourists will no doubt carry 
off the whole wreckage, and leave It 
all clear for rebuilding, if we only give 
them the chance. 

"Stretcher-bearing Ifl not quite the 
day and night work that It was a few 
weeks ago, J'm thankful to say; and 
the casualties here are slight. 1 sup- 
pose you know that Spurge Mi Ken- 
zle has a commission in the C. F. A. 
I hope he has come through the hot 
times of late."

When Kenneth Hurris wrote Ills 
rather clever Jingle "The Itocky 
UIU," there was no necessity to be- 
gin with Oh, which he seems to 
have done fur metrical reasons. 

Oh. Jack anil Jill wont up the hill. 
They had with them a pail to fill. 

If the Oh were u.miued Jack might 
he regarded as a pedal caesura of 
perfect Iambic value; or we might 
arrive at the same result under the 



rhythmical SysfenT^ôT scansion by 
treating Jack as if it were pro- 
nounced Ja-ack or Ja (ah)ck. Here 
we have (ah) In its most delicate 
form. 

Few names stand so high among 



authorities on versification as those 
of lidgar Allan Poe ami (loold Brown; 
yet thosn two gentlemen did not al- 
ways agree, and ituitlinr of thorn 
was astuto enough to recognize the 
undonlablo effect of (ah) as a proso- 
dlacal device. The elimination of a 
word or syllablo by breathing It out 
of tho rhythm was also something 
that nuver occurrod to cither 
of them; and what is said of 
theso two applies to all other authori- 
ties on the subject. Goold Brown, in 
his hugo Grammar of English Gram- 
mars Bays: 

tirlls rhythmical effect upon the ear, 
a supernumerary short syllable at the 
end of a lino may sometimes, porhaps, 
compensate" for the want of such a

Good meter may not always mako 
good rhythm; In fact where the poet's 
ear la radically defective it seldom 
does. But good rhythm must make 
good meter, If it is properly scuu- 
ned. 

It would be going too far to say 
that tho scansion given by such an 
authority us Goold Brown in tho 
above selection was incorrect. It is 
quite perfect as rhyme-and-llne scan- 
sion, and also accords with the 
weigh-and-mea8ure system (this Is 
the first occasion that we have re- 
marked the slightest difference be- 
tween these two), insofar us that 
system is bound to respect a line as 
inviolable. Goold Brown can claim 
this advantage over Edgar Allnn Poo; 
he preserves the poetic form or his 
subject. He states that he "regards 
ll essentially as anapestlc teramoter, 
yet as having some initial iambs, and 
the first and fifth Hues dactylic." 
This is a confession by itself. Poe's 
faultless ear recognized that tho flow 
was dactylic; but ho did not go so 
far as to say thut It is always dac- 
tylic, that Is dactylic throughout. He 
states Instead that the dactylic flow 
Is" varied at three points by equiv- 
alent spondees and separated Into 
two distinct divisions by equivalent 
terminating caesuras. In order to 
'ustlfy his impression that the rhythm 
is dactylic, he finds himself under 
tho obligation of abandoning not on- 
ly rhyme-and-line or wolgh-und-moa- 
sure scansion, but also the poetic 
form of the stanza, and he treats it 
as almost perfect rhythmical prose.* 

Is there not a still better way of 
dealing with this matter? We be- 
lieve there is In rhythmical scansion, 
which often agrees, hut sometimes 
does not agree with the rhymo-and-

seems improper, to suppose such syl- 
lables to belong to tho scansion of the 
subsequent line; for the division of 
lines, with their harmonic pauses, Is 
greater than the division of feet, and 
Implies that no foot can ever actually 
be split by It. I'oe has suggested that 
the division into lines may be disre- 
garded iu scanning, and sometimes 
must bo. Ho citos for an example the 
beginning of Byron's Urlde of Abydos 
d — a passage which has been admired 
I for Its easy flow, and which, he Bays, 
lias greutly puzzzled those who have 
attempted to scun It. Regarding it as 
essentially anapestlc tetrameter, yot as 
having some Initial lambs, and the 
first and fifth Unes dactylic, I (we 
are quoting from Goold Brown) shall

We believe that this Is the scan- 
sion that Edgar Allan Poe had In his 
head, but which he failed to realize 
In fullest sense. It Is essentially 
rhythmical scansion, as opposed to 
every other form, and It will be in- 
teresting to learn how it will be re- 
ceived by the authorities on prosody.. 

The dactylic flow is absolutely un- 
varied throughout, including the cae- 
suras, and regarded as blank verse 
it is metrically faultless. 

One more example. Take that 



sweet, refined poem, "You Kissed 
Me," which, naturally, Is by a female 
author. It would have been better, 
perhaps, had she put her first line 
In this form: 

You kissed me! My head shyly 
drooped on your breast because it is 
in anapestlc tetrameter throughout, 
and It is going rather far to have a 
line shy of two syllables, one being 
about the limit. It might he plead- 
ed in extenuation that a lady, kissed 
unexpectedly, would quite naturally 



•That no sufficient remedy for treat- 
ing catalectic or hypermetrical lines 
had suggested itself even to Poe may 
be gathered from his review of Eliza- 
beth Oakes Smith, vol. 3, p. 136 of 
his works. While discussing some 
verses which are essentially in iam- 
bic heptameter but which, owing to 
tho presence of certain Irreconcilable 
anapests, must be classified among 
those composites which possess an 
imperfect though not discordant 
rhythm, he says: 

Here Iambuses and anapaests are 
so nearly balanced that the ear lies, 
tatcs to receive the rhythm as either 
anapaestic or Iambic, that Is, it hesi- 
tates to receive It as anything at all. 
A rhythm should always *3 distinct- 
ly marked by its first foot. ... In 
common with a very large majority 
of American, and, Indeed, of Euro- 
pean poets, Mrs. Smith seems to be 
totally unacquainted with the prin- 
ciples of versification. . . . There 
Is not a prosody in existence which 
is worth the paper on which it is 
printed.
